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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to an X-ray apparatus having a C-arm assembly (1) on which an X-ray source (4) and an X-ray

^ detector (5) to be determined. With this arrangement, the problem of the blocking of lines of sight between the marker arrangements 
^ (14, 15) and the camera arrangement (12) is reduced or completely avoided. 
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
